Text: Psalms 50:14. 


Enos greatest book in all the world— 
Bible—is a book filled with thanks- 
giving. Citations can be given from Gene- 
sis through Revelation, falling from the 
lips of thousands of saints of God through 
the various ages. In Genesis 35:1, we 
read, ‘Make thou an altar unto God that 
appeared unto thee when thou  fledeth 
from the face of Esau, so that praise and 
thanksgiving may be given unto God.” 

In Exodus 13:3 we find the words, 
“Remember this day in which we came 
out from Egypt.” There a day was set 
to commemorate thanksgiving unto Ged 
for the deliverance from the hands of 
their enemies. Moses, the great law-giv- 
er, in his farewell address: “Remember 
the days of old. Consider the years of 
many generations, ask thy father, and 
he will show thee, thy elders, and they 
will tell thee.” Then listen to the sweet 
singer of Isracl as he says, “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits.” Remember the words of the 
Apostle Paul, how he said “in every- 
thing by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be made 
known unto God.” Again, Paul says, “In 
everything give thanks for this is the will 
of God in Christ Jesus concerning you.” 
To Timothy he wrote, “I exhort, thee, 
therefore that giving of thanks be made 
for all men.” When we think of this 
blessed, great, and marvelous book, the 
greatest ever published, we can feel the 
heavenly zephyr breezes which fill its 
pages with praise and adoration to God. 
A glcrious example is found in the 150th 
Psalm. Then think of our Savior on that 
last night in the upper room, as “He took 
the cup and gave thanks.” 

In Paul’s letter to the Philippians we 
are exhorted to “rejoice in the Lord, and 
again, I say rejoice.” It is our duty to re- 
joice and give thanks. We are doubly 
commanded to have a calm, settled glad- 
ness in our souls that makes us praise the 
Lord. All these precious citations of 
scripture were known to our early 
fathers, who sought a country where they 
might worship God according to the dic- 
tates of their own conscience. 

It is hard for us today in this modern 
streamlined age to think of how things 
were in the early colonies. It is rather 
straining on our imagination. Too many 
of us think that everything about us is 
as it has always been, but a glance at the 
pages of history tells a different story. 
What if some great giant hand had 
wiped out from our midst all the high- 
ways and all the modern means of trans- 
portation, all the radios, and the modern 
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conveniences of the home, take away all 
our cities and place us back on the shores 
of an undeveloped country, laden with 
virgin timbers and forests filled with 
wild animals in their native haunts with 
an occasional group of red-skinned men 
slipping from tree to tree. This would 
bring us back to what our forefathers 
faced when they came over on the May- 
flower after that strenuous voyage 
through storm, fogs, icebergs, sickness, 
and other perils of different kinds. But

before landing, they met together and 
signed the justly famous compact: 
“We whose names are underwrit- 
ten... solemnly and mutually in 
ye presence of God and of one an- 
other, covenant and combine our- 
selves together into a civill body 
politick, for our better ordering and 
preservation and by vertue hereof to 
enact such just and equall laws 
. as shall be thought most 
meet and convenient for the gener- 
all good of ye colonie into which 
we promice all due submission and 
obedience.” 
Notice that they recognized God. 
Some of the men nearly froze to death 


trying to land from the Mayflower and 
suffered many, many perils erecting their 
crude houses, built of logs in such queer 
shapes, in order to provide protection 
against the hostile Indians. 

It always thrills me to think of the 
bravery of our forefathers. During that 
first long dreary winter, when they were 
forced to hide the graves of so many 
loved ones so that the Indians would not 
know how greatly their number had been 
diminished, they hoped for a better day. 
Then when the little crops were gathered 
the next fall, in 1621, Governor Brad- 
ford decreed a day of thanksgiving, and 
all the colonists met and gave thanks to 
God in the face of all their distressful, 
heartbreaking times. They took time to 
pray and thank God for His wonderful 
hand of deliverance. In 1530 John Win- 
throp, governor of Massachusetts Bay 
colony, recorded in his diary, ‘“Thurs- 
day we kept a day of thanksgiving in all 
the plantations.” 

A visit to some of the old dirt-floored 
kitchens of those earlier days, which were 
separate and a good distance from the 
main buildings, a glance at the cooking 
utensils, a peep into the showcases in 
museums at the wearing apparel convince 
one that times have changed somewhat. 

But, we thank God for America, ir- 
regardless of some _ its shortcomings. 
Over our heads this morning waves Old 
Glory, the stars and stripes which are 
our emblem of freedom. There is some- 
thing significant in the colors—that 
bright, brilliant red representing the 
blood of suffering, sacrificing, deserving 
men. To us it reaches farther, recogniz- 
ing the great purchase price of our re- 
demption, the blood of Christ. The blue 
symbolizes virtue, integrity, and honesty, 
emblematic of the azure of the _ skies, 
God’s heaven that overshadows us. The 
white, which is not reckoned as a color, 
yet contains the blending of all colors, 
all the colors of the light, which we like 
to think of described by the writer of the 
Apocrypha that the saints will be robed 
in, those beautiful white flowing robes 
which are known as the righteousness of 
the saints. 

America, we love you today. While 
you have changed greatly in many ways

But 
we ordinary Christian Americans will 
remember the years while we are at the 
right hand of the Most High, and 
through these years we will then be able 
to trace His guiding hand. 





Ordinary folks like us Americans have 
great cause for thankfulness, for as a 
nation we have been especially fortunate 
during this upheaval. Nations have been 
dissolved, peoples have been scattered, 
towns and cities have been reduced to 
heaps of ruins, destruction has wasted 
for more than two years; but as yet we 
are safe. We have remained practically 
unharmed so far, while upon some just as 
worthy people as we are the shadow of de- 
struction has fallen. To the present time, 
the burden has been very light upon the 
majority of us ordinary Americans, and 
we should attribute our good fortune to 
the gracious dealings of our Maker AND 
BE THANKFUL.

He was not responsible for the world’s 
coming to an end. That was too big a 
job for him to tamper with or worry 
about, but he was responsible to the 
state of Connecticut and to the people 
of whom he was a representative to see 
that the needed measure was made law. 
We have no eclipse of the sun to distress 
us; but it does seem that we are in the 
shadow of a social, religious, economic, 
and military upheaval. As a result many 
people are losing their balance or poise 
and have departed from sound, Christian, 
American judgment. One can hear the 
questions on every hand: What are we 
going to do about this terrible war which 
threatens our shores and our homes? How 
are we going to stand it, and what will 


we do after it is over? etc. I am no far- 
sighted preacher. I know but little of 
politics. I am not at all acquainted with 
international complications; however, I 
attribute our involvement to a combina- 
tion of events and circumstances abso- 
lutely beyond the control of our national 
leaders; on the other hand, I would con- 
sider it very dangerous to our liberty for 
them to become jittery or fearful. I cer- 
tainly do admire that calm, solemn, but 
truly American way some of our states- 
men are going about their jobs of harness- 
ing our resources and mobilizing our 
forces for any emergency that might 
come, be it soon or late. 

Just expressing my private opinion, 
it is wisdom for ordinary fellows like 
me to go’on, act rational and attend to 
their own business in a spirit of confi- 
dence, and for Church of God people 
who are employed otherw'se to look 
about their personal affairs, being thank- 
ful that they live in a country that pro- 
vides protection, liberty, and the highest 
standard of living to be found under 
heaven, and to lead the kind of life Jesus 
Christ can approve, joining Him in the 
kind of prayer He prayed in Gethsemane, 
“Thy will be done.” 

As much as we hate war, we cannot 
stop it any more than the _ legislator 
could stop the eclipse of the sun. This 
war will not stop until certain men in 
high positions are stopped or decide 
(probably due to the chastisement of 
Almighty God) to end it. 

A certain preacher let it be known 
that oftentimes he hung around his ra- 
dio until two o’clock in the morning, 
trying to pick up at least a flash of news, 
expecting any moment to hear that 
America had entered into the war. All 
that time and nervous energy was worse 
than wasted. An earnest fervent prayer 
in faith, then good sound sleep in quiet- 
ness and confidence, would have been a 
much better investment both for himself, 
his family, his people (whom God ex- 
pects him to serve), and the country, 
which permits him to teach and live the 
full gospel life, unmolested but fully pro- 
tected. It will be much better for all us 
ordinary people to stay by the stuff; re- 
fuse to neglect plain, everyday Christian 
duty; sit steady in the boat; trust in and 
pray for our national leaders; and if they 
cannot save this country from war, pray 
that they may manage and direct it so 
as to save our heritage with as little suf- 
fering and loss of life as possible. 

There are certain types of calamity- 
howlers, who can see nothing save a de- 
stroyed America. (Thank God, they are 
not in power!) In their littleless, as they 
see it, the saving of this country is too 
big a job for us Americans. In their fear 
they have lost sight of their highest duty 
and are miserably failing to fulfill it.

You will find my text in Acts 1:18: 
“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you.” 

These are the words of Jesus just be- 
fore His departure. If it had not been 
necessary for them to have power after 
receiving the Holy Ghost, Jesus would 
never have made this statement. When 
we begin to think about power we are 
thinking about something that has a 
great force. The Greek word for power 
is “dynamite.” Dynamite makes great ex- 
plosions. In my early life I followed 
mining and construction work. Of 
course we had to have a little power if 
we made success. When we loaded a hole, 
the more dynamite we put in the more 
power and great explosions we had. It 
would leave plenty of results to show it 
had power. You could feel the earth 
quiver, hear the sound of the blast and 
see the results. I believe we are standing 
in need of a shot of God’s dynamite in 
the churches today, as they did on the 
day of Pentecost. It was through and 
by the power of God, Peter preached that 
great sermon on the day of Pentecost. 
Paul had power in preaching and praying 
for the sick. Power will draw people to 
the house of God when everything else 
fails. It was the power of God and the 
Holy Ghost that caused the people to be 
amazed at Pentecost. It was through the 
power of God and the Holy Ghost that 
the poor lame man_ walked, _ leaped, 
shouted and praised God. “Then Peter 
said, Silver and gold have I none; but 
such as I have give I thee: In the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and 
walk,” Acts 3:6. 

Say, what’s the matter today? Haven’t 
we the same privilege to seek God and 


see the wonderful and miraculous power 
of God work? Some think the days of 
miracles are over but, Brother, I want 
you to know that they are not over with 
God. God is just as powerful as He was 
in the apostolic age, but we have failed 
to tarry until we received the power suf- 
ficient to cast out devils, heal the sick, 
etc. Saville says power and liberty are 
like heat and moisture: where they are 
well mixed everything prospers; where 
they are single, they are destructive.

The power of God is the 
source of the Christian’s strength and 
power. David says in 2 Sam. 22:33, “God 
is my strength and power, and he mak- 
eth my way perfect.”

68:35 says, 
“O God, thou art terrible out of thy 
holy places: the God of Israel is he that 
giveth strength and power unto his peo- 
ple. Blessed be God.” Jesus says in Matt. 
21:22, “And all things, whatsoever ye 
shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive.” When we go to the store, what- 
ever we ask for, if they have it in stock, 
that’s what we receive. So we must re- 
member that God has in store great 
things for them that seek Him. Jesus says 
in Luke 12:31, “But rather seek ye the 
kingdom of God; and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” Of course Je- 
sus was speaking concerning material 
things in this verse. If He is able to give 
us all things, surely He is able to give 
us power from on high.

Text, Isa. 32:8, “But the liberal de- 
viseth liberal things; and by liberal things 
shall he stand.” 

God through His liberality has given 
the Liberator that we might have liberty.

The Church of God has caught a 
vision of the great need of more evange- 
lism and has launched a campaign to help 
meet this need. If we as ministers and 
members of the great Church of God will 
fulfill the evangelistic pledges we have 
made, I am sure the Lord will help us to 
realize a most favorable increase. 


I was greatly impressed by a statement 
made by Sister Kluzit in the missionary 
service of our past General Assembly. The 
essence of the statement was this: “If you 
don’t have a missionary spirit, fast and 


pray until you receive one.” Surely if Sis- 
ter Kluzit and others are willing to sac- 
rifice their lives, we should be willing 
to liberally stand by them with our 
prayers, fastings and finances. Shame on 
the tightwads who grumble about giving 
fifty cents a year to missions, which is less 
than two mills a day. Why not eliminate 
our selfishness, increase our self-denial 
(liberality) and give God a chance to 
bless? “And by liberal things shall he 
stand.” 

I think of the old song entitled “Jesus 
Saves.” It contains the command, “Bear 
the news to every land; climb the steeps 
and cross the waves; onward, ‘tis our 
Lord’s command. Jesus saves, Jesus saves.” 
In war, the command, “Forward march,” 
carries a colossal meaning. It may mean 
victory or defeat, life or death. The out- 
come of the march is uncertain. In our 
spiritual warfare there is a vast differ- 
ence, in that the command “Forward 
march” is always accompanied with the 
promise of ultimate victory, if we con- 
tinue to march forward. God help us in 
our missions, both home and foreign, to 
obey the Commander-in-chief’s perpetual 
orders “Forward march.” There are two 
two-lettered words that carry much force 
in the command of “Forward march.” 
They are go and Jo. He never says, “Go 
ye,” unless He includes the promise, “Lo, 
I am with you alway.” 

There may be some who will say, “Why 
send money to foreign fields when we 
have heathen at home?” It may be true, 
conditions are such, but that does not 
erase the Lord’s command of “Go ye into 
all the world.” Neither does it mean that 
we neglect one branch of our mission 
work to help the other, but it does mean 
for us to do our best for both branches. 
If we do our best for home missions, we 
will not grumble about giving to foreign 
missions. The blessings we give to home 
missions will automatically inspire us to 
try to reach out over the world with the 
gospel message. We need to ask ourselves 
the question, “Are we doing our best for 
both home and foreign missions?” If the 
answer is negative, remember the positive 
command, “Forward march” or in Bibli- 
cal terms, “Go ye.” 

Think of David Livingstone, the mis- 
sionary explorer of Africa, and his self- 
sacrificial life (liberality). On his fifty- 
ninth birthday he wrote in his journal: 
“I again dedicate my whole self to Thee. 
Accept me, and grant, O_ gracious 
Father, that ere this year is gone I may 
finish my task. In Jesus’ name I ask it. 
Amen. So let it be.—David Livingstone.” 

Henry M. Stanley, the reporter sent to 
find Livingstone, lived with Livingstone 
four months and four days and could say 
of him, “I never found a fault in him.” 
Stanley was converted through the life 
Livingstone lived before him. At his

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Question: Will you please give an an- 
swer to Dan. 12:11? Please tell us what 
this verse means.—Mrs. M. B. 


Answer: This verse of scripture can- 
not be understood singularly. Three peri- 
ods of days date from the abomination; 
that is, the blasphemous assumption of 
deity by the beast, for it is the beast that 
is referred to in verse 11 as “the abomina- 
tion that maketh desolate.” Read Matt. 
24:15; 2 Thess. 2:4. Twelve hundred and 
sixty days are given to the destruction of 
the beast. Read Dan. 7:25; 12:7; Rev. 
13:5. This is also the duration of the 
great tribulation as is shown by a com- 
parison of Dan. 12:4. Dating from the 
same event is a period of 1,290 days, an 
addition of thirty days. Dan. 12:11. 
Again forty-five days are added and 
with them the promise cf verse 12. No 
account is directly given of that which 
occupies the interval of seventy-five days 
between the end of the tribulation and 
the full blessing of verse 12. It is sug- 
gested that the explanation may be 
found in the prophetic descriptions of 
events following the battle of Armaged- 
don. See Rev. 16:14; 19:21. The beast 
is destroyed and the Gentile world do- 
minion is ended by the smiting of the 
stone cut out without hands at the end 
of the 1,260 days, but the scene is, so to 
speak, filled with the debris of the image 
which the wind must carry away before 
full blessings come. Read Dan. 2:35. 
This is the last in the 70 weeks of Dan- 
iel. Dan. 9:24. 


Mee Se Pee 
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Question: Is it reasonable that we ac- 
cept a fact when we cannot understand 
it? Please give answer in Question Box.

Answer: Yes, we accept things every 
day that we do not understand. We can- 
not understand how that three kinds of 
vegetables can be planted in the same 
kind of ground and one takes out sugar, 
another quinine, and another acids, yet 
we know this to be true. Perhaps there 
is no man living who understands thor- 
oughly the workings of electricity and 
yet every day we use it for cooking, for 
heating, for power, and for lights. The 
very thought of an all-wise God who is 
the Creator of all things is too great for 
man to understand. The doctrine of God 
and His salvation appeals to man through 
the channel of faith. It was once said of 
Abraham Lincoln that he was found 
reading his Bible, and when a visitor 
said, “And you, do you believe in that 
book?” Mr. Lincoln replied, “Yes, I be- 
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lieve in this book.” “But I don’t,” said 
the other, “‘because I can’t reason it out.” 
“Well,” said Mr. Lincoln, “I find that 
if I’ll take all of this Book I can on rea- 
son and the rest by faith, I will live and 
die a better man.” There are many things 
in the Bible that one might not under- 
stand thoroughly, yet we may have that 
faith to believe every word in it as an in- 
spired record given us by God. 
Question: In the first chapter of 
James it speaks of a double-minded man, 
and says, “Let not this man think that 
he shall receive anything from _ the 
Lord.” Now when I meditate upon God’s 
Word and other spiritual matters, the 
enemy tries to bluff me by telling me 
that I am double-minded, so I guess the 
question is, Is meditation and being dou- 
ble-minded the same thing? or do they 
have separate meanings?—H. V. C. 


Answer: There is certainly a differ- 
ence in being double-minded and in med- 
itating upon God and His goodness. It 
is true that the enemy will take advan- 
tage of the mind at any time that he 
can, and it is his business to work on the 
mind of man, but James, in the first 
chapter of his writings, is teaching the 
power of faith through concentration or 
as he said, “Let him ask in faith nothing 
wavering.” In order for man to receive 
from God through faith, he must have 
his faith placed implicitly in God for that 
thing which he desires and for which he 
asks; his faith in Him for keeping him 
as His child; his faith in God which 
causes him to consecrate his life and 
concentrate his efforts on the service of 
God. The double-minded man would be 
the man whose mind is divided between 
serving God and serving the world, or as 
to whether he will or will not receive 
anything from God. He believes part of 
the time and- part of the time he doesn’t 
believe. Such a man doesn’t get anything 
either out of the world or out of religion. 
It would be better for him if he were 
either one way or the other. Possibly you 
will remember the words to the Laodi- 
cean church. Rev. 3:15, “I would thou 
wert cold or hot; so then because thou 
art lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, 
I will spew you out of my mouth.” The 
next verse shows that the Laodicean 
church was worldly and instead of hav- 
ing their minds on God, they were con- 
taminated with their riches. Genuine 
service to God calls for first place in 
our lives and for a life consecrated to 
God and separated from the world. 


Question: Will you please explain in 
the Evangel what the 15th chapter and 
29th verse of 1 Corinthians means?

The 15th chapter of 1 Corinthi- 
ans is known as the resurrection chapter, 
so then the writer is writing to prove 
the error of the Sadducean theory that 
there is no resurrection. In verse 13 he 
says, “If there be no resurrection of the 
dead, then is Christ not risen.” Then the 
text, “What shall we do who were bap- 
tized for the dead if the dead rise not?” 
This is to prove that Christianity is dead 
unless there is a resurrection. We believe 
in the resurrection and are baptized for 
Christ who was crucified, but who rose 
from the dead, thus Christiantiy lives 
because Christ lives.

"Look unto me, and be ye saved,” 
Numbers 45:22. 

Salvation from a look! What could be 
easier or more wonderful than by a mere 
look we can be saved. But, on the other 
hand only a single look can also mean our 
eternal damnation. Consider Lot’s wife, 
who by looking backward at Sodom was 
deprived of life—by a single look. Lot’s 
wife had looked toward safety; she trans- 
ferred her gaze for a single instant. She 
did not turn backward, she only cast a 
backward glance. “No man having put 
his hand to the plow, and looking back, 
is fit for the kingdom of God.” Luke 9: 
62. “Look unto me and be ye saved.” 
Even as the serpent’s sting was cured in 
the wilderness by a single look, so may 
the old serpent’s sting in us be removed 
forever by looking unto Jesus, “the 
author and finisher of our faith.” ‘““Who, 
for the joy that was set before him, en- 
dured the cross, despising the shame, and 
is set down at the right hand of the 
throne of God.” Heb. 12:2. And as I 
looked at the cross, even as Pilgrim, my 
huge burden of sin suddenly loosed it- 
self, and I was free!

It is 
done on such a larger scale, but that 
spirit of cooperative laboring together is 
still prevalent. Never have I realized this 
more than now when I look about and 
see how our entire nation is working to- 
gether in one great defense program. 
Some complain, some grouch because 
they have to subm:t. Some business men 
will lose out entirely, possibly. It is al- 
ways sad when we think of the sacrifice 
that goes so far until men go down un- 
der its weight, yet we have a common 
interest, a common concern, and we find 
our people almost without exception por- 
traying that great spirit of cooperation, 
exemplified by our forefathers in the 
early colonies. Oh, yes, we are thankful!

His body was carried to England 
and with much ceremony was laid to rest 
in Westminster Abbey. 

Today we need more Livingstones to 
go, also more living stones (lively stones) 
to send them, and together put over the 
mission program of the Church in a 
greater sphere. If we are yielded lively 
stones for God’s use, He knows and will 
use us where we will best fit in building 
up His great mission cause.

Therefore their time and energy are lost 
or wasted, for they are not willing to 
settle down in quiet discharge of impor- 
tant though perhaps simple duties which 
they could handle. 

We have no ability or desire to shape 
the policies of the governments in Wash- 
ington, London, Moscow, Tokyo, or Ber- 
lin; but we can be the right kind of God- 
fearing, grateful, Christian citizens, right 
here or there, wherever we live under the 
Stars and Stripes, performing the simple, 
commonplace, yet important duties that 
are ours. 

Worry and complaining have no right- 
ful place in our ranks, and we should not 
allow our hearts to be troubled because 
of things beyond our control, but rather 








give our lives to thanksgiving and 
prayer. In Lamentations 3:22, 39 we 
read, “It is the Lord’s mercies that we are 
not consumed. Wherefore should a living 
man complain.” Let us ordinary folk 
think of the people in Europe as at pre- 
cisely zero and then reckon every degree 
ascending from their deplorable condi- 
tion to ours of health, peace, and plenty 
as an occasion for thanksgiving.
